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at the beginning of June. She did not see 
the large pearl necklace before it was given 
to her, but caused the clasp to be made by 
the jeweler from whom it was pur- 
chased, out of diamonds in her possession. 
The necklace was given to her by Louis 
Wormser and was purchased by him from 
a jeweler named Moiré. The District At- 
torney then started a series of questions 
that were objected to vehemently by the 
defense, and he finally abandoned that line 
of attack. Gen, Burnett cross-examined 
the witness as to the episodes on the dock, 
questioning her as to all details. She testi- 
fied that Inspector Curtis, who took her 
bag, took out the articles one by one, ask 
ing her if they were in her possession be 
fore she left the United States and she an- 
swered “Yes” in all but she added 
that the Inspector had only confined him- 
self to the diamonds and had not asked her 
about the pearls, to which the officers did 
not seem to pay much attention. Mrs 
Dodge went off the witness stand at half 
past 5 in the evening, and, after one ques 
tion by the Government to Inspector Cole, 
both 


cases, 


the Government and the claimant 
rested their cases. An adjournment was 
teken until Friday morning The Court 


convened shortly after 10 o'clock A. M., and 
\ssistant District Attorney Baldwin made 
a formal motion that the Court direct the 
jury to bring in a verdict for the Govern 
ment on the three counts in the informa 
tion that did not allege fraudulent intent. 
Judge Brown denied this, and also the mo 
tion of Mr, Smith that he direct a verdict 
for the claimant. Mr. Smith’s grounds 
were: First, that all the articles were free 
as personal effects under Section 697, and, 
second, that specifically as to the “dog col 
lar” and large pearl necklace they were 
free, because, being presents, they did not 
come within the $100 clause. Neither the 
District Attorney nor Mrs. Dodge’s coun 
sel desired to sum up, so the case went to 
the jury on Judge Brown's charge. 

This charge was distinctly in favor of the 
claimant, and among some of the salient 
points brought out by the Judge were the 
following: He commenced by saying he 
believed it incumbent upon him to leave to 
the jury the question as to whether the 
claim was true that Mrs. Dodge was bring 
ing: in these jewels for her own personal 
use, or whether, on the other hand, her 
case would not appear to be a scheme to 
cheat the Government out of proper duties 
on articles brought into this country for 
the purpose of sale. He said that he had 
at one time intended to take the case from 
the jury and decide it on the law, but he 
had become convinced that he should leave 
to them the question of intent. The sub- 
stantial question before the jury was 
whether they believed the importation of 
the jewelry in Mrs. Dodge’s effects was a 
ruse to bring in articles for sale or whether 
on the other hand, they were bona fide arti- 
cles of wearing apparel and adornment. If 
they were her property, they were properly 
personal effects and were covered in her 
general declaration of baggage. If not, they 
were merchandise, and, as such, were not 
entitled to land before a regular entry had 
been made, as the general baggage permit 
authorizes the landing of only personal 
property and not merchandise. He called 
the jury’s attention to the fact that the in- 
terest of hundreds of merchants was un- 
doubtedly suffering through the fraudu- 
lent importation as personal property 
of merchandise intended for sale, and 
said that it was important that they 
should use great care in determining 
whether this was such a case. The Judge, 


however, called the jury’s attention to the 
fact that, 1f this was a device of persons 
who desired to introduce jewelry for sale, 
it was not natural to suppose that they 
would take the course of procedure adopted 
by Mrs. Dodge, and he also stated that it 
was evident from the testimony that the 
ciaimant had a fondness for jewelry and it 
was more natural to suppose that this was 
responsible for her bringing it in than for 
any commercial reason. There could be 
no forfeiture under the section on which 
this case was tried, unless there was intent 
to defraud, and if the jury found they were 
bona fide presents there was no such fraud. 
For the purpose of this trial, he ruled that 
the articles were dutiable, though that fact 
did not warrant confiscation. The jury 
were to decide whether they were imported 
under a false pretense or whether Mrs 
Dodge’s story was specifically true. 


The jury retired at 11 o'clock and re- 
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turned a half hour later with a verdict for 
the claimant. The usual motion for a new 
trial and to set aside the verdict was made 
by Assistant District Attorney King, but 
was denied by the Judge. A stay of 60 days 
was granted to the Government to file their 
appeal. 

The decision of the jury in favor of Mrs 
Dodge does not release the goods, but sim 
ply decides that they shall not be forfeited 
to the Government. A regular entry will 
be made by the claimant and the goods will 
be appraised by the Government and 
duty at 60 per cent will be levied. There 
will undoubtedly be a fight by the claimant 
both as to the question of duty and to the 
value. The question of their dutiability, 
which will test the scope of the $100 clause 
of the Tariff Act, will be fought out before 
the General Appraisers and probably car 
ried to the United States Circuit Court of 
\ppeals before the case is finished.

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More Regarding A. Peabody. 
Charges of Wrongdoing Made Against Him by 
Two Creditors. 


There is now in the New York Supreme 
Court an interesting action brought by Jo 
seph Frankel’s Sons against Adolph Pea 
body, the diamond dealer who skipped out 
for Europe from New York, three years 
ago. In this and a similar action against 
Peabody by Stern Bros. & Co., demurrers 
interposed by the defendant were over 
ruled by Judge Giegerich last week. 

The history of these actions dates back 
to Peabody’s failure in 1897, at which time 
he owed Stern Bros. & Co. $26,000 and jo- 
seph Frankel’s Sons $16,000. Their suits at 
the present time allege that at the time 
Peabody skipped out he carried with him 
$25,000 in diamonds and $40,000 in other 
assets, which he concealed from his cred- 
itors, and obtained from the two firms now 
suing him a release of liability on the pay- 
ment of one-half the amount owed, under 
false representations. Their suits are to 
have this release declared null and void, 
and they also ask for injunctions, an ac- 
counting and judgment. 

In their complaints, Stern Bros. & Co. 
and Joseph Frankel’s Sons allege that after 
Peabody went to Europe, he sent word 
from Buda-Pesth, Hungary, offering to 
compromise at 30 cents, and Simon Frank- 
el visited him at Carlsbad to arrange for 
a settlement with his two creditors. Were 
Peabody represented to Mr. Frankel that 
he was broken down in health, had only 
$14,000 in the world, and finally agreed to 
pay 50 cents on the dollar, provided the 
creditors would give him a release in ltull. 
This was agreed to and Peabody came to 
New York, and on the strength of similar 
statements made here and payment of 50 
per cent in cash and notes, a release was 
civen him July 22, 1898. 

In August, 1899, the creditors allege, 
they discovered that Peabody had exposed 
for sale $15,000 worth of diamonds, offer- 
ing them at a discount and saying they 
were goods he had obtained from Stern 
Bros. & Co. and Jos. Frankel’s Sons. They 
also learned that he had sold a quantity of 
goods in Germany and discovered that al- 
together he had taken with him from thi 
country about $25,000 in precious stones 
and other assets amounting to $40,900. The 
creditors claim from these facts that Pea 
body’s whole transaction was nothing but 
a plot to get goods, and, by feigning sick 
ness and misrepresenting his assets, obtain 
a release. They ask the Court that the 
release be declared void and that the mon- 
ey paid by Peabody be considered a pay- 
ment on account. An injunction against 
the further disposal of his assets and an 
accounting for the remainder from t! 
time of the release, together with judg- 
ments for $16,000 and $8,000, are all asked

Peabody, through his attorney, filed de- 
murrers to the complaints, which Judge 
Giegerich overruled in an opinion handed 
down on Thursday.

umn appears the name of the firm or indi 
vidual from whom the article was bought 
or to whom it has been sold. 

To inaugurate the system an inventory 
should be made of all articles intended to 
be registered. This inventory should clas 
sify the articles into Diamonds, ‘Watches. 
Rings, etc., as do the pages of the register, 
and should contain a full description of 
each individual piece. 

The “stock number” referred to above is 
a part of this description It can be 
scratched upon an obscure part of the arti- 
cle, in addition to being marked on the 
tag. This is done so that the article may 
be found in the inventory if the tag be mis- 
placed. Articles bought from time to time 
are described in the same way in the regis- 
ter. This record is necessary in order to 
be able to describe any article misplaced or 
stolen. 

To open the register it is necessary only 
to enter in the proper columns the number 
of articles in stock. Subsequent entries 
will show the full description of each arti 
cle as sales or purchases are made. 

The practical operation of the system 
would be as follows: When new goods en- 
ter the store, the clerk having the stock in 
charge will enter them in his register, 
mark them properly and place them in the 
show cases. Each night before closing, by 
reference to the cash book, he can find the 
sales and write up the register. To facili- 
tate counting the goods, which will always 
be necessary, articles should be placed in 
trays holding a uniform number. Each 
salesman should carry aluminium tags with 
his number on them and place a tag in the 
tray when an article is sold. These tags 
will represent the sales for the day and 
ought to be the difference between yester- 
day’s count and that of to-day. When a 
sale is made the salesman will mark on the 
ticket the cost, the stock number and the 
name of the article. When the tags are 
taken up by the stock keeper he can fill the

ANSWER:—This question was replied to 
in this journal, Sept. 18, 1899. As corre 
spondent may not be able to find his copy, 
we repeat the reply as follows: “Steel 
jewelry is polished and lacquered, and 
when this coating wears off the ornament 
rusts. To remove the rust, wash the arti 
cle well in a cyanide of potassium solu 
tion, then rinse in hot water and again 
wash the article by dipping a wet brush 
into oxide of zine and brushing it briskly, 
after which the article is dried in hot 
sawdust. Should this not prove satisfac- 





tory, wash in a cyanide solution as in the 


foregoing, and, after rinsing, dip the ar- 
ticle into a solution of peroxide of hy 
drogen and allow to dry.”

ANSWER:—In_ all bright-cutting the 
graver must be highly polished; but when 
bright-cutting aluminium a lubricant like 
coal-oil or vaseline is generally employed 
with the polished tool. A mixture of vase 
line and benzine is also used for this pur 
pose. Another formula which may be rec 
ommended for bright-cutting aluminium 
is composed of the following ingredients: 
Mix four parts of oil of turpentine and one 
part of rum with one ounce of stearin 
Immerse the graver into any of the mix- 
tures before making the bright-cut.

ANSWER:—Small articles as balls, chains, 
swivels, etc., are both cleaned and burn 
ished and have the surface made brighter 
and harder by tubbing. This is accom 
plished by mounting wooden tubs on an 
angle and giving them a slow rotary mo 
tion, by means of which the articles placed 
in the tub are kept constantly in motion. 
In small plating establishments hand 
burnishing is the method employed for the 
larger pieces, but much depends upon the 
piece to be polished.

I could not do better in the interest of the reader who 
wishes to gather information for practical use than follow 
the record of this example to the end. As I was in- 
structed to put the watch in first-class order and adjust 
it irrespective of what it might need, and as the time at 
one’s disposal in a repair job is always limited, I pro- 
ceeded without further trial to make the repairs I con- 
sidered necessary. ~The next memorandum in my record 
is the following: 

“After making new balance arbor, equalizing holes in

This was the first trial for isochronism after the repairs 
above stated were made. It now shows a gain of II sec- 
onds in the short arcs in comparison between the first 
and last period of the 24 hours, whereas before there was 
a loss of 9 seconds between the same periods. This be- 
ing unmistakable I discontinued the test and opened 
the regulator pins a trifle, whereupon the following was 
the result:

Here we have again a slowing of the rate in the short 
arcs, consequent on opening the regulator pins. 

Although the rate was now pretty nearly the same 
during the 24 hours, yet, considering that it was run- 
ning in horizontal position, and that the arcs would be 
considerably shorter in vertical ones, I, nevertheless, 
thought it wise to close the pins again a trifle. 

I should state here that the opening and closing of the 


pins necessary to produce these changes is so trifling 
that the reader who has not made the experiment would 
be surprised by the result; the actual amount is scarcely 
visible under an eye-glass. 

To open the pins, the workman should make a little 
tool consisting of a piece of steel wire about 3 millimeters 
thick and 10 centimeters long. At one end he should file 
a tongue forming a tapering lamina 3 to 4 millimeters 
long, not over 0.6 millimeters wide, and tapering in its 
thickness from 0.5 millimeters to nothing at the point.

This tongue or lamina must stand at an angle of about 
30° to the handle part. Fig. 40 represents such a tool 
from the side and top. The idea of this little tool is to 
enable us to reach down under the regulator and between 
the pins above the coil of spring that lies between them, 
so as to spread them apart without interfering with the 
spring, nor, indeed with the motion of the balance. The 
tongue should be hardened and tempered and ground 
smooth on all sides, and it should never be used for any- 
thing else. 

The closing of the pins is done with a pair of tweezers, 
also especially made, with the jaws bent at an angle of 
30° or more, so as to enable us to reach under the regu- 
lator, straddle and close the pins without interfering with 
the motion of the balance. 

To return to our example: After closing the pins the 
result, for the last time, was as follows:

This was a close enough agreement, with a tendency to 
a gain in the short arcs, which was what I desired, and | 
left it at that. 

It may be asked how we can determine a difference of 
a tenth of a second in timing a watch. That is a matter 
of practice. We know that a lever watch beats five times 
in a second, and it is comparatively easy to tell on which 
of the beats the coincidence with the beat of a clock or 
chronometer takes place. With a little practice, we can 
soon tell, too, when the beat of the clock falls between 
the beats of the watch, and between which of them in the 
course of the second. When this is the case, the time 
of the watch must differ from that of the clock or chro 
nometer by some whole number plus a fraction of a 
beat. One whole beat being 0.2 of a second, half a beat 


would be o.1, etc.

Notable Collection of Antique Timepieces. 


COLLECTION of beautiful antique 
timepieces, comprising over 140, 
has been presented to the Royal Art Trade 
Museum, in Berlin, Germany, by the well 
known collector, Baron von Korff.

The Brilliants of Former Queen Regent 
of Holland. 


[Le Diamant.] 
HE Ex-Queen Regent Emma _ can 
plume herself on having a more beau 
tiful collection of diamonds than any other 
of the crowned ladies of Europe. It is the 
wedding present which the queen received 
Jan. 7, 1877, from.the people of the Neth- 
erlands and the inhabitants of Java. The 
stones were purchased from the house of 
Stichel, of Amsterdam. The piece of high 
est value is a remarkable diadem of dia 
monds and sapphires, some of which are 
of extraordinary size and produce the 
grandest effect by the way in which they 
are arranged. The sapphires are placed on 
the front band and increase in size towards 
the middle, where a sapphire of the size of 
a walnut forms the apex. Below this sap 
phire there are three stems bearing three 
diamonds of the size of hazel nuts. These 
diamonds rise like flowers from the midst 

of a crown of leaves. 

Not rich is a stream of 34 
brilliants; and a necklace of three rows of 
splendid pearls, with hooks of diamonds 
from which hang pearls of extraordinary

crown. One represents the Lion of the 


Netherlands in enamel and stones, and an 
other has the initials of the royal couple
